Societies  of  this  description  have  been  long  esta 
Jjshed   in   various   parts   of   Europe— in   our   Indi 
lerritones— in  the  North  American  Colonies,  and 
^1  the  principal  Cities  of  the  United  States.     In  N 
York,  a  St.  Andrew's  Society  was  formed  as  early 
1756,  and  a  St.  George's  Society  in  1786,  the  iorni 
ot  which  now  possesses  a  very  considerable  capital, 
the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  Colony  in  whi 
we  live,  and  the  number  of  Emigrants  who  annua 
arrive,  alike  ignorant  of  the  language  of  the  mass —y  or  tne 
tne   mhabitaiits,   and   unaccustomed   to   the  climafitifyine- re 
render  it  extremely  desirable  to  institute  in  this  Citffy  promote 
^oclety  on   a   permanent   basis,   and    for    benefici 
purposes—without  political  objects,    but    of    whii 
loyalty  and  good  feeling  to  all  classes  shall  be  t 
prevauing  features.

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ARTICLES 


or  THE 


CONSTITUTION 


Article  1 — The  title  of  this  Society  shall  be, 
"The  St.  Gkorge's  Societv  of  Quebec," 
Founded  :   A.  D.  1835, 
Article  2.--The    St.    George's    Society    shall 
composed  of  natives  of  England  and  Wales,  of  the| 
descendants,  and   generally  of  those  of  English  ai 
Welsh  extraction. 

Article  3.— A  book  shall  be  opened  in  which  perso? 
desirous  of  becoming  members  shall  be  enrolled.     ; 
persons  who  shall  enrol  their  names  previously  to  t 
1st  January,  1836,  shall  be  considered  the  Origifh 
Members  of  the  St.  George's  Society  ;  and  no  perse' 
shall  after  this  date  be  admitted  as  a  Member  unl 
chosen  by  ballot.     The  person  so  balloted  for  must 
nominated  at  a  previous  meeting.     No  election  to 
made  by  less  than  fifteen  members,  and  three  bla 
balls  shall  disqualify  the  candidate. 

Article  4. — Honorary  Members  may  be  admitte, 
but  no  person  who  is  a  native  of  England  and  Wal 
or  of  English  or  Welsh   extraction,  and  resident 
Quebec,  (except  officers  of  the  navy  and  army)  q 
be  an  Honorary  Member.     They  shall  be  nom'inat 
and  elected  at  the  same  Meeting. 

Article  5.— The  Society  shall  meet   four  times 
every  year  ;    namely,  on  the 

25th  March,  or  Lady  Day  ; 
24th  June,  or  Midsummer  Dayj 
29th  September,  or  Michaelmas  Day  j 
24(h  December,  or  Christmas  Eve. 
The  Society  shall  dine  together  on  St.  George's  D. 
Should  either  of  the  days  appointed  above  fall  on 
Sunday,  the  Meeting  shall  be  held  the  day  after  or 
day  before,  at  the  o|)tion  of  the  President.

Article  12.— The  President  or,  in  his  absence  t, 
senior  Vice  President,  shall  have  the  power  to  c; 
Special  Meetings  of  the  Society,  on  giving  three  da 
notice  to  the  Resident  Members,  naming  the  object 
the  Meeting,  the  time  and  place.  The  Officers  a, 
Board  shall  meet  once  a  month,  and  may  besummom 
at  any  time  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence  b 
Vice  President. 

Article  1 3. — A  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  ev 
question,  except  in  balloting  for  the  admission 
Members,  or  on  any  motion  to  annul  or  alter  any 
the  fundamental  rules  of  the  Society,  in  which  lat 
case  the  consent  of  threefourths  of  the  Memb 
present  shall  be  requisite.  No  number  of  Memb 
under  twenty-five  shall  have  power  to  alter  or  an 
any  fundamental  rule  j  but  for  all  other  busin 
fifteen  shall  be  a  quorum.  The  President,  or  presid 
Officer,  shall  rote  as  a  Member,  and  if  the  votes 
equal  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

Article  14.— Reports  shall  be  made  in  writing 
each  of  the  Qearterly  Meetings  from  the  Board  to 
Society,  and  an  Annual  Report,  with  a  List  of 
Members  and  the  state  of  the  Funds,  shall  be  made 
the  5th  January  in  every  year. 

Article  15. — No  alteration  shall   be   made  in 
Constitution  when  finally  adopted,unles3  eachalterat 
shall  have  been  proposed  at   the  previous  Quart 
Meeting,  duly  seconded. 

Article  16.— The   Officers   and   Board  shall   m 
By-Laws  for  the  management  of  the  business  of 
Society,  not  repugnant  to  the  fundamental  rules  :  . 
the  By-Laws  so  made  shall  be  submitted  for  appro 
to  a  General  Meeting  of  tVie  Society.
